RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  -  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  are  requesting 
more  than  1,100  new  missionaries  for 
1(01  and  want  most  of  them  to  be  di¬ 
rectly  involved  In  evangelism  and 
church  growth. 

They  gre  asking  that  71  percent  of 
the  career  missionaries  requested, 
plus  01  missionary  associates  and 
journeymen,  have  primary  assign 
ments  of  winning  people  to  Christ  and 
starting  churches. 

Missionaries  submitted  a  record 
1,000  job  requests,  which  translates  to 
more  than  1,N0  people  because  moat 
Jobs  will  be  filled  by  couples.  Besides 
evangelism  and  church  development

Spell  believed  in  people  even  though  be  knew  their  frailties. 

He  went  about  doing  good  by  teaching.  To  be  sure,  many  of  his  learners 
(disciples)  were  reluctant  to  accept  and  act  on  some  of  the  truths  he  tried  to  teach 
them,  but  be  did  not  give  up.  He  still  tries  to  teach  us  by  inviting  us  to  take  his  yoke 
upon  us  and  learn  of  him.  but  we  are  also  reluctant  to  accept  his  teachings. 
Sometimes  we  seem  to  be  afraid  they  would  cost  us  too  much. 

Our  Lord  went  about  doing  good  by  placing  emphasis  on  the  worth  of  children. 
The  late  Gaines  S.  Dobbins  was  wont  to  say  that  one  of  the  most  significant  events 
in  the  life  of  Jesus  Chript  was  that  day  when  he  sat  a  child  in  the  midst  of  the 
people  and  focused  their  attention  on  the  worth  of  children.  We  seem  to  be 
demonstrating  that  we  either  cannot  or  will  not  do  much  about  practicing  ethical 
and  religious  principles,  but  we  can  ha  ve  hope  that  today's  children  may  grow  up 
to  develop  a  better  world. 

Furthermore,  he  went  about  doing  good  by  setting  an  example.  He  showed  us 
bow  to  live.  It  is  much  easier  to  follow  someone  to  a  certain  place  than  it  is  to 
follow  directions  about  how  to  get  there.  We  may  have  trouble  envisioning 
honesty  and  justice  in  abstract,  but  when  we  see  these  ideas  embodied  in  the  life 
of  aperson,  we  can  be  tier  understand.
